Rit sane issues were bigger or longer, 
or had more pages. I had to do a little 
cut and paste to make them fit into this 
book, but I don't think that has changed 
I them much. 

In the beginning, I did only about 200 
| copies of each issue. But after a few 
months, this increased to 800. It re- 
mained stable at that number until the 
end, although sanetimes a big show would 
warrant more. The breakdowns are as 
follows: 200 went to individuals in the 

I mail. 200 more got split up in three 
ways and sent to places like Texas, 
Berkeley, Madison, and Minneapolis, 
and then 400 would get handed out to 
kids. Big thanks goes out to all those 
who help with distro in foreign cities 
(yes, even you Job.) 

The name "Radio Riot" actually came from 
a Radicts song. They were a band that I 
liked a whole lot when I started my radio 
show, and that particular song seemed like 
a good name for what I wanted to do. The 
zine started out as an offshoot of the show, 
so it natural that it would take its name.

A few weeks ago there was an 01 show 
at CBGB’s. Some local punk and 01 bands 
played. Peviously at Venus Records, 

I saw some Jersey skins buying records. 

I saw them get the Glory and the Anti- 
Heroes. They also bought a comp with 
Skrewdriver and Brutal Attack. While 
I was at the show later on, some local 
skins jumped the Jersey guys and broke 
their records. That's about $50 at Venus 
prices. Snap. The Jersey skins argued 
that they weren't racist and just liked 
the music. The others argued that Racism 
was wrong at every level. So who's right? 
This is something in which I have thought 
about for a long time. Agreed, the music 
’of some shite power bands, like Skrewdriver 
and No Remorse is very good. But who 
can stand the ignorant bonehead lyrics? 

By the same arguments can be used against 
some hip-hop bands, like X-clan or P.E. 
(anyone who disagrees should step. I've 
seen BDP in concert and have attended 
several black music seminars.) Both 
musics are really good (I personally 
like most hip-hop over a lot of 01), 
but racist messages are hard to stomach 
in either medium. A lot of arguments 
spring to justify each side. "I don't 
support the band, I just support the 
Music." $15 in a band's pocket is a 
lot of support. Also, if people didn't 
buy so many goddamned racist record, 

Venu$ , Bleeker Eob'$ and $ound$ wouldn't 

stock every Skrewdriver recird and T- 
Shirt in existence. There would be no 
money in it. I've also hoard historical 
arguments. "The jewish man has been 
oppressed for thousands of years; the 
black man has been oppressed for hun- 
dreds of years; the white man has been 
oppressed, well, never." This may be 
true, but it is no excuse to commit 
racial hate and violence. So who's 
rrght? In my opinion, it's personal 
choice. This scares people, because 
even in our scene, conformity holds much 
comfort. I prefer to spend my hard earned 
money on non-racist punk, 01, and hardcore 
records. If I really want something 
else, I'll tape it off of someone. That's 
my choice. So were the Jersey kids wrong? 
Yes; for bringing white power records 
to a NY show. That was just stupid. 

If they had pulled that about one year 
ago, they would be in the hospital with 
broken bones instead of records. But 
were these kids wrong for buying and 
listening to racist music. I can't say. 
Make your own choice.

Hoi/ Radio Riot is a show that I do on 
WRSU in New brunswick, 88.7 on the FM dial. 

I'm on Mondays, 12-2am. You can tune in around 
central Jersey and parts of Pennsylvania. I've 
been on WRSU for about a year and a half now. 

I try to play the god-awful worst of punk, 
hardcore, and ska. I'm also joined by the 
Moshpit Stamroller, who does his best to make 
my on-air time a living hell. I also give 
away lots of cool promo shit. 

Along with the show, I also d«a monthly 
zine. It's usually one page, two sides. I 
try to cfam as much shit into it as possible. 

It contains reviews, show info, cartoons and 
other fun stuff. A lot is devoted to opinion 
type columns about various current topics. 
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5 Hours 

A lot of people complain that the hardcore 
scene in which we operate is shit. "No one 
comes to show.", "No support", "No decent 
clubs." are common complaints. Keep this in 
mind . 

A few months ago, I was reading a Canadian 
'zine. This one guy was talking about going to 
shows in Canada. He casually mentioned driving 
14 hours to go see Verbal Assault or someone. 
This stuck with me. Recently I talked with 
some guy from Canada. I asked him about travel- 
ing extremely long distances to see shows. He 
told me that they don't do it every week, but 
no-one really hesitates to jump in a car and 
drive half a day to see some good bands. I'm 
under the impression that this is pretty common 
in a lot of countries. Except ours. 

We, in general, are real fucking lazy. No 
one is willing to go to any lengths to do any- 
thing. We have access to a lot of scenes on 
the east coast. Not 14 hours away, less than 
5. Syracuse is 2 hours away. Albany is 3 hours 
away. D.C. is 5 hours away. Boston is 5 hours 
away. It may seem like a lot, but it's really 
not. To see a good show, its nothing. A group 
of people I know pack up into a van at least 
once a month and travel to see shows. Can you 
imagine how packed the ABC would get every week 
if people from other states thought this way? 
Even when Born Against doesn ' t play? 

A special fuck-you goes to anyone in New 
York. Most won't get off their asses to do shit! 
I'm talking even to Brooklyn shows. $1.15 on 
the fucking subway! Most NYC punkers blanche at 
the mention of New Jersey. That's so weak. A 
lot of Jersey kids spend time and money support- 
ing the NYC scene. Half the pool of ABC kids 
and bands are from New Jersey. It wouldn't kill 
anyone to hop a PATH and catch a show at the 
Pipeline or at Maxwell's. 

So to close, don't complain about the size 
of the scene. It's only as big as you make it. 
Jump in a car, hitch a ride, and go see a show 
that's not in your backyard. You'll see a lot 
of good band. You'll meet a lot of cool people. 








Here's some flyers made by Woody (John 
Woodford) to promote the show. They 
all predate the zine by at least a year. 
He got the Ivo-Jima punks from an Oi 
Polloi flyer made by All Mander. There 
is another promo flyer for the show, 
made by Little Dave, when Greyhouse 
came up to do an interview. I couldn't 
find that one. 




For a good long time, I would go into 
the city on Friday night, to hang with 
my friend Lynda. I would usually end 
up going to see the ABC no Rio matinee 
the next day. Lynda and I hung out at 
this bar called Mona's a lot. it used 
to be a big punk hang out. I think it 
still is. 

Anyway, one night, I was outside, and 
an old friend found me, and we sat a 
spell to shoot the shit. At one point 
she gave me this piece to put in RxR. 
It was kinda funny, so I put it in. 

I gave out about one hundred to punks 
at ABC the next week. Soon after she 
found me and asked me to remove the 
piece, as she thought it might get us 
hurt. Since I thought RxR #4 looked 
crappy anyway, I complied, and did 
the whole issue over. Here's the 
original piece.

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In Defense of CDs: 

I was talking to a friend last week. I 
mentioned that I had just picked up the new 
Bad Relligon CD. Says Friend, "Fuck CD's." 

We got into a good little tiff about the 
subject. Here's the way I see it. Compact 
Discs can provide a better sound quality in 
music. Unfortunatly, they are not used res- 
ponsibly. A lot of people believe that punk 
shouldn 1 t be on CD. This is really because 
big business use CD's irresponsibly. It 
really doesn't have to be this way. 

First of all: cost. CD's in stores 

cost almost twice as much as vinyl. The 
music houses feel that if the base materials 
of a product cost more, they can tack on a 
large profit. This does not have to be the 
case. Dis chord and Lookout charge around ten 
dollars for their CDs. They still make a 
bundle. Reconstruction sells most of its CDs 
very cheaply. The only real reason normal 
CDs are so expensive is greed. 

Also, Cds should not under any circum- 
stance, replace vinyl. Normal LPs should 
cane out on vinyl while larger projects and 
double albums should cane out on one CD. No 
one to date has really tapped the full 
potential of the CD. You can fit a hell of a 
lot of music on those discs and still have it 
cost the same. The music houses put one 
normal length album on CD. They make their 
money, but a lot of roan goes to waste. It 
would cost the companies more to put more 
music an (recording costs). Responsible use 
of CDs is called for in order to use it to 
its fullest potential. Many punk labels are 
trying to do this. You can get the first two 
A.F. albums on one CD, or the Bold/Y.O.T. 
split, or two Circle Jerks albums, or two 
full Minutemen LPs + EPs... The list goes 
on. The new Guns and Roses album could of 
fit on one CD, but why sell one when you can 
sell two, and double the profits. I like 
Wreckage's idea. They released the new SFA 
and the new Necracedia on vinyl for five 
dollars each. They also released both on one 
ten dollar CD. 

One must realize that wrong use of CDs 
and not the disc themselves are causing the 
death of vinyl. This must be stopped. Buy 
both, but only if you get you money's worth. 
But what about the places where vinyl is long 
gone, like the chain stores in the local 
mall? Would you really want punk banished 
from those stores as well? Think back; 
where would you be right new if your local 
hometown record store didn't sell punk music? 
Wbuid you limit some kid, who is trying out 
various new musics, to the top 40 and metal 
drivel that would remain in those, stores . 

As of now you can get Fugazi and Lifetime in 
Sam Goody's and other chains. Would you want 
to take that away from someone who has no 
other way to reach punk music? 

Overall, CDs can be good, but only if 
shaped that way. Only buy cheap CDs or ones 
with extra music ( not one or two bonus 
tracks, but lots extra). Music houses feel 
pain in but one place: the wallet. If 

enough people are unhappy enough with CDs to 
warrant a change, one will come.

12", the same 10", etc. It seems to show 
how silly that all is. Overall, I guess, 
people can do what they want; freedom of 
speech, its their money. But I mourn the 
passing of one more really cool thing in 
our sbene.

THE layout for the front page is 
a depiction of a meeting between 
Don King, Rev A1 Sharpton, Ray 
(Charles, and a noted Mob figure. 
Sounds real scary 
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That big show in North Carolina was go. 

On the 16th, I stayed over my friend 
Lynda's house. I contacted Tamika at 
work. My ride was all set. I schlepped 
all my stuff from brunfis to NYC. Lyn 
greeted me with a smile and the news that 
most of the New York bands weren't going. 
The Radicts, the Deviators, Jesus Chrust, 
Public Nuisance, the Casualties, Yucky- 
cide, Maggot, and Summer's Eve were all 
not going. I called Tamika, and she told 
me that they were going. On the 17th I 
got to T's job at about 3:00. At about 
4:00, others showed. At about 5:00, we 
got a false start. At about 6:30, we got 
a real start. I couldn't describe the 
next 14 hours except as Hell. But if that 
was Hell, its a place I wouldn't mind 
being. Pack six of the coolest people 
into a car for over 12 hours. It was a 
ride of bad smells, bad directions, bad 
jokes and really bad tempers. I think 
Laura, Sandy, Tamika, Mike, Alex and I 
both totally love and hate each other at 
the same time. At 9 am we got to the 
skate park. A sign was on the door saying 
that the shew was cancelled until 3 pm. a 
guy in a halfshirt shewed up and repeated 
asked us if we wanted to party. We 
ignored him. Four cop cars showed up at 
once and their contents chuckled as they 
told us their was no show and that we had 
to leave. We all brutally beat Ingrid for 
being right and then cried. We went in 
search of a place to crash and eventually 
ran into Rejuvinate. We agreed to meet 
later. The only motel we could find was a 
small bum-hick place ac<ftes from the Twin 
Peeks go-go bar. A giant fat hick slob in 
a Mike-Soi grimy T-shirt came out and 
stared at us. We imagined being crammed 
into a small room with blood on the walls 
and K-Y smeared into the carpet. We left ._ 
We finally found the place where the show 
was moved to. The parking lot was full of 
NYC punks swilling. We drove 14 hours for 
this? FuGOlzzy Osborn Against was 
supposed to play first, but didn't. The 
ral atmosphere that followed for the 


next 8 bands was as follows: People 

danced on and off with a few nazi skins 
kickin' ass when they deemed it necessary. 
Still - , it was a pretty good show. Every 
band played 15 minutes because of time 
constraints. Bug Out Society played 
first. They kicked butt as usual. How 
they found a White Castle down south is 
beyond me though. Next was Huasipungo. 

No carmen t. They actually played a tight 
! energetic set. Zombie Terrorist played 
3rd. Big loss of crowd interest. They 
blew chunks. Disillusion played next. 
Maryland hardcore. OK. About 8-9 
musicians took the stage as Youth Gone 
Mad. They kicked assl They didn't play 
Ode to Darby though. Yuppicide played 
next. They were OK. Oh yeah, Donny the 
Punk took the stage between sets and red 
some of his stuff. The nazi skins didn't 
like that. The Deviators played next. 

They did an awesome set. They played kind 
of long though, and that hurt other bands. 
At this point, Greg from Maggot came on 
and told everyone that there was only 
twenty minutes left to play and that each 
band should play only a few minutes. 
Everyone was really pissed off. A lot of 
people drove too far and spent too much to 
only play five minutes. Burning Bush came 
on stage and promptly ignored Greg. They 
launched into a 5 minute intro and played 
until the place got shut down. What 
dicks. It sucks that a band frem North 
Carolina would steal time from bands who 
really had to leave that night. And an 
top of that, they sucked. The skins 
started fighting and the show was shut 
down. It was a near riot. Everyone was 
majorly fuking shit up. Blatz would have 
been proud. Later, after the show, the 
nazi skins got j imped and the singer from 
Zombie Terrorist got shot in a stick-up. 

He was OK though. Later we all stayed at 
a fucking great motel. The owners were 
really cool and let about 50 punks stay in 
about 4 roans. The party was crazy. I 
slept through a lot of it, but here are 
the highlights: Alex the love-skin fucked 
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up and starting trouble. Greg super - 
fucked-up and tearing up a bathroom, a 
session of 'Dip the Crustiest' (hew 
Ralph ie escaped that one, I'll never 
know). Gabby from Chaos UK ripping 
Ralphie's underwear off. Gabby is later 
quoted as saying, "My mouth tastes like 
your feet smell." 318 was the party roan. 
206 was the drug room. 112 was the love 
nest (while I slept) and there was a tat to 
party in 314. The next morning I did an 
Alka-Seltzer and Advil run. We all ate 
'all you can eat bricks with syrup and 
motor oil" and checked out. Back to the 
lot. The NYC squatters found a living 
room set and set up house. Maggot played 
to a good sized crowd. I don't know what 
it was, but they played an intense 
grinding set. Assuck played as a 3-piece 
with no bass. Hard and fast. Not much 
crowd interest though. They played 118 
songs in 14 minutes. Sumner's Eve came on 
next. They were excellent. The crowd was 
really into them. Despite a long 
harrowing weekend, they really pulled 
through. We had to leave at this point. 

So did a lot of others. As we loaded out, 
we heard Social Decay. They weren't that 
good. We got some food and loaded back 
into the rental car. But someone lost the 
keys. It took a lot of people to get them 
back. To me, it is way P-rock when a lot 
of people get together to solve a common 
problem. Some crusty kid went so far as 
to climb in a l'xl' hole we made going 
into the trunk. The ride home was 
generally uneventful. We did get lost on 
route 666 though. It was right out of 
Deliverence. 

Overall, for all of the shit and mistakes, 
it was a really great trip. I'd do it 
again in a minute. I made a lot of cool 
friends and met a lot of cool people. I 
also dunped 200+ copies of Radio Riot. I 
got lots of cool records too. But next 
year, lets do it a little closer to heme. 
P.S. Summers Eve are 5 of the coolest, 
most excellent, hard-drinking, bugged-out 
people ever to grace our scene.

One of my friends, an old-timer in the punk 
scene, has a kid. Children around the punk 
scene are pretty common. I'm not talking 
about punks with kids. That's none of my 
business. My problem is with the parents 
who feel it is way oh-so-cool to bring their 
little punk tots to shows. Every other show 
I go to has some little 2 year old crust- 
acean rolling around in the muck while its 
parent(s) socialize. 

To be blunt: Little kids do not belong at 

punk shows. It is harmful. to them mentally 
and physically. All too often I've seen 
a kid pick something up off the grimy floor 
of the ABC and put it in his mouth. That 
is extremely unsanitary. Most punks at 
shows are pretty cool, but a lot of the 
clubs where there are shows are really seedy. 

I wouldn't trust half the people I see on 
the Bowery within 20 feet of a child. You 
may think it is cool to expose your kid to 
the real world, but the real world is a lot 
bigger than the Lower East Side. It may be 
cool for you not to wash, but dirty kids 
get sick really easily. 

Being punk is a choice. 

It is a choice you make to rebel against 
the roles your parents and society try to 
mold you into. Is it right to force your 
child into any such roles, even if they are 
right for you? Wat happens when your child 
hits ten and suddenly doesn't want to wear 
black, or have a funny haircut. What if 
he/she comes home with the new New Kids CD. 

If you were a child, would you really want 
to grow up in an environment filled with 
dirt and drugs and people you might not be 
able to trust? Childhood is a time for love 
and innocence. It is a crime to rob them 
of this. 

The final point is this: Having children 

is a responsibility. It is a time when you 
have stop acting like a child. I'm not say- 
ing you should drop out of the scene and 
live a norm life. What I am saying is that 
having a child is a time when you have to 
take more responsibility for yourself and 
another human. Your kid needs you more than 
you need pbnk. And if that means staying 
in a few nights a week instead of going 
drinking, then that is the choice you make 
when you have a child.

Punk rock's violent man 
found dead in East Village 

The most violent man in rock is dead. GG Allin, whose 
extreme brand of punk rock included defecating on 
stage and frequent fist fights with the audience, was 
found dead at 9:20 yesterday 
morning at 29 Avenue B, ac- 
cording to a police spokesman. 
Cause of death was not immedi- 
ately known. 

Allin. who lived in the East Vil- 
lage and whose full name was 
Kevin Michael Allin, was 36. 

“I think it's safe to say he 
OD'ed," said the rock singer's 
brother, Merle Allin, who 
played bass guitar in his band. 
“Though with GG you never 
know.” 

Merle said that his brother, 
who played a last, brief set Sun- 
day evening at the Gas Station, 


ALLIN 


at Avenue B and Second Street, had been “partying all 
day and all night" Sunday. 

GG Allin died as he lived. Backed by his band, the Mur- 
der Junkies, he had only gotten as far as the second song 
in his set at the Gas Station before he began fighting 
with audience members. Technicians turned off the 
sound, ending the show. 

According to witnesses, the rocker was at one point 
thrown through a drum set, and later smashed himself 
through a french door, emerging from the Gas Station 
covered in blood. 

The crowd at the Gas Station should consider itself 
lucky. Two years ago, in Orlando, Fla., Allin was ar- 
rested after he defecated on stage and then threw his fe- 
ces at the audience. 

“He believed that he was the rock and roll messiah, 
and that he was trying to bring danger back into rock 
and roll," said Merle “He was by far the most outra-' 
geous performer who ever hit a stage." 

According to filmmaker Todd Phillips, whose docu- 
mentary “Hated: GG Allin and the Murder Junkies" 
plays Thursday nights at the Anthology Film Archives, 
Allin had been arrested 52 times for his various onstage 
activities. He had also occasionally threatened to kill 
himself on stage. 

Allin, raised in Lancaster, N.H., was also prolific as a 
rocker. He recorded 18 albums with different bands, 
among them the Jabbers and the AIDS Brigade. His 
latest record, with the Murder Junkies, is called 
“Bloodshed and Brutality for All," and will be out in Sep- 
tember. — Matthew Flamm

Lately I've been hearing all too much 
grumbling about the crowds at hardcore 
shows. A lot of people point fingers 
and a lot of behind the back accusations j 
fly. I've heard things like, "What is u | 
HE doing here. HE doesn't like hardcore.! 
and "That person's only here to hang J 
out.", or the worst, "She's only here 
because of her boyfriend." This is 
the same elitist and exclusionary att- 
itude that kills scene after scene. 

These people claim to be protecting 
the integrity of their scene. But 
are they really? Many new people 
go to shows to check out the music, 
or at least to check things out. 

By cutting off this flow of potential 
new kids, you are nipping your future 
right in the bud. These people com- 
plain how that the scene sucks, but 
take an active role in limiting- it. 

I find it also ironic that many of 
the people making these rash judgements 
are often newcomers themselves, only 
not so fresh. Hurm. 

So why are people at shows? The same 
exact reason as anyone is. They want 
to be there. They want to see bands, 
hang out and schmooze with friends, 
although not always in that order. 

Face the facts: a hardcore show is 
a social event, like it or not. Hard- 
core is a hell of a lot more than 
just music and jumping off a stage. 

It's gathering with friends, hanging 
I out and exchanging ideas. I've been 
to plenty of shows where I don't like 
any of the bands, or only watch one 
or two. I somet-imes just go to hang 
out, or buy records or zines, or even 
I just to kill an afternoon. Do I not 
| belong? Face it bud, I paid the same 
five bux that you did. 

That brings me to another point. 

If you exclude everyone who is not 
a true fan of hardcore, shows would 
be a lot more sparsely attended, and 
the bands would be paid a hell of 
a lot less. Will any hardcore band 
be willing to trek up to your town 
if they loose a large sum renting 
a van to get there? Not bloody 
likely. 

And finally, one more point to make. 
What-ever reasons people go to shows, 
they are there because they want to 
be. Any reason beyond that is no 
one's fucking business. Caddy hard- 
core Yenta need to find something 
better to do. They are the ones who 
will damage our scene much more than 
the ones they judge ever will.

IMi A lot of Radio Riot today 
deals with Straight Edge. What 
does Straight Edgs mean to you in 
1993? 

Mati It's living my life the best 
1 can and living it as 
intelligently and safely as 
possible. For me by-products of 
that are i not doing stupid things, 
not drinking, not smoking, not 
having un-protectsd sex, 
actually not even having one 
night stands. I eat vegetarian, I 
Juet try to Keep to a deccril Code 
of ethics and code of morals and 
just try to make myself a good 
person. I try not to talk about 
S.E. that much because I don't 
think there's that much to talk 
about. I don't drink, I don't 
smoke, I don't fuck. End of 
conversation.

I think a lot 
of punkers will make a lot of 
high standards for society and 
say things are fucked up but 
then they won't be able to apply 
those values to their own lives. 
There's a lot of punks who say 
"Fuck Big Business!" but when 
punks themselves start to fuck 
up and do really fucked up things 
people act like "Oh well, he's 
my friend". There's the incident 
of a certain band's roadie who 
hurt a friend of mine very badly 
and she talked to the band and 
said "I need this person to stay 
in the area, please don't take 
him on tour with you" and they 
were basically like "Well, he's 
our friend" . If you do something 
that's fucked up and you do it 
on purpose you should be pointed 
out. You shouldn't be immune 
from criticism just cause you're 
in a cool band. People like Sam 


YcPheeters, in early Dear Jesus ' 
he talked lots of shit about bands 
like Raw Deal and No For An Answer, 
he interviewed Dan O' Mahoney and 
basically tore him a new asshole 
because he was signing to Hawker 
Records. They were legitamate 
questions but Sam gets mad if you 
question his involvement with 
Dutch East Imports. Recently in 
Radio Riot I cut out something 
from Dear Jesus in which he's 
interviewing Ian MacKaye and to me 
this says everything about the 
Dutch East situation! "Dear Jesusi 
Large labels get a lot of 
criticism from people not unlike 
myself for various reasons one of 
the main problems with 'signing' 
being that it divorces the band 
from the work involved.

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Andre the Giant, 46, 
Professional Wrestler 


PARIS, Jan. 30 (AP) — The profes- 
sional wrestler Andre Rene Roussi- 
moff, a native of France who was 
known to fans as Andre the Giant, died 
this week, apparently of a heart attack. 
•He was 46. 

The 7-foot-4-inch, 520-pound wrestler 
went to France two weeks ago to attend 
his father’s funeral, on the outskirts of 
Paris. He visited his family on Wednes- 
day, then returned to his hotel room 
where he died, said a longtime friend, 
Frenchie Bernard. 

The exact time of his death was not 
immediately known. 

Mr. Roussimoff was born with acro- 
megaly, a disorder marked by progres- 
sive enlargement of the head, face, 
hands, feet and chest because of exces- 
sive secretion of growth hormones. 

In addition to wrestling, Mr. Roussi- 
moff appeared in “The Princess 
Bride,” a film by Rob Reiner in the late 
1980’s, playing a gentle giant, Fezzick.

If you want to 
compare it to scenes of days past, 
of course you'll think it sucks. 

Its very easy to remember all the 
good, and glaze over the bad parts. 
This week, there is something like 
five or six shows. MDC, Tribe 8, 
Buried, garden Variety, Black Train 
Jack, Weston, Assuck, and Sunspring, 
plus a few others are playing over 
this week. Smaller shows -with ded- 
icated people really make our scene 
great and strong. 


Sometimes people get weirded out 
with me. Not people I know, rather 
people in the streets, or in elevators 
My hair sucks, so I keep it cropped 
really short.

I think everyone who worked 
will show up for this last day. See ya there.

By doing 
this, I hope to help you draw some conclusions of 
your own.

^ e ^» B ^he first thing I need to do is clear up the 
term "pro-choice". Pro-choice does not mean pro- 
abortion. It means that one believes that a 
person should have the right to choose whether to 
have an an abortion or not, if she thinks that is 
the right choice for her and the father of the 
baby. I don't know anyone who is pro-abortion. I 
don't know anyone who would want to use abortion 
as a form of birth control. That isn't realistic. 
Abortions are scary, painful and emotionally 
trying. Ask anyone who's had one. They cost a 
lot too. Abortion is a not so great solution to a 
very real problem; that being unwanted pregnancy. 


But say they did. Poof. A few legal v’heels turn, 
and suddenly, abortion is illegal. Lets look at 
i some of the ramifications. Well, first off, 

| criminalizing abortions won't make them go away. 

I will only serve to make them harder to get, not 
to mention more expensive, as well as a lot less 
safe. It would take the procedure out of the 
hands of skilled doctors and put it in the hands 
of less reputable surgeons, or worse, DIY 

procedures, like ones involving wire hancers or 
poison herbs. This sounds drastic, but 

desperation will cause people to do ugly things. 


The commercials talk about "life. ..what 
beautiful choice" and show all of these happy 
clean children running around and playing. But 
there is a lot of kids that these commercials 
don't show. They don't show the child that is the 
product of rape or of incest. They don't show the 
child of the teen mother, who is still in school. 
The right would have these people put their 
children up for adoption. Adoption is a viable 
solution, but isn't jlways the right one. Eearing 
a child is a long and arduous process. Also, 
there is just too many kids and not enough foster 
parents. if abortion is denied to these people, 
you may doom the child and the parents to a 
hellish existence 1 !* It is important for parents to 
decide to want to raise a child. But it is a] so 
just as important for these people to be able to 
decide that that might not be the right choice for 
them .

think we need to stop here. Before we go anv 
further , we need to think about right and wrong’. 
Thas is very important. These two words are 
concepts which denote very cut and dry values to 
various issues. But in reality, there isn't 
really anything that is always riqht or always 
wrong, for every situation. I know that I'm not 
always right; I don't think anyone is. I don't 
think there is a right answer to anvthing in life. 
Abortion is definitely one of those gray issues! 
You can think what you want about it. although a 
few things should remain pretty clear. Abortion 
should be available to victims of rape and incest. 
The violence inflicted on these people is great, 
especially if they are young. Eearing a child by 
that kind of violence is very traumatic, both to 
the mother and the child. 
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A lot of the more militaristic or right wing 
members of our society will conceed this point, 
saying that these will be exceptions to the rule. 
But this in itself opens a new can of worms. I 
think Kevin is planning to 6iscuss this issue at 
length, so I'll keep it brief. Being a victim of 
rape or incest is scary enough. Proving it is 
also very scary and traumatic to the victim, 
especially in a society where many people aren't 
willing to take a woman's or child's word at 
this sort of thing. If abortion is to be accepted 
for the victims of this sort of violence, who's 
going to be the person or people that decides that 
a woman is to be allowed to undergo the process? 
A board of doctors? The police? This exception 
solution is rather unrealistic. 


One last point I want to discuss is about how 
. People on the right tend to label abortion as 
sin*' or "evil". To describe anything using 
these terms is to imply a greater power, which 
sits in judgment against that thing. This 
I religion aspect sounds a bit silly, in a hardcore 
context, but actually, this type of rhetoric I 
seems to be quite prevalent in the hardcore 
scene these days, especially in connection to 
abortion issues, animal rights issues, and drug 
use issues. To use this kind of language is to f 
deny human influence over these matters. If | 
|’god" is against a certain behavior, or if it is 
» then that behavior must be really wrong. 

I think we need to be a little more open minded 
than this in the ways that we run our lives- 
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One really big issue that comes into play when 
abortion is discussed is that of exactlv when a 
fetus ceases to be a part of its mother and 
becomes a human life. People on the right argue 
that this is very close to conception and aborting 
the fetus is akin to murder. Other people believe 
that the fetus isn't really life until’it is born 
from the woman's body, or at least close to that 
point. So who's correct? Scientists can come up 
with evidence supporting either side. They do. 
People are all too quick to base their crusades 
around such scientific fact, when in reality, 
scientific research is, more often that not, 
unreliable. Scientists often conveniently 

discover facts that will back up what they want to 
prove, or what they are paid to prove. So we're 
really back to square one. Is destroying a fetus 
the same thing as murder? No one is reallv 
justified to make that decision for everyone 
everv case. 


So in conclusion, I have to restate a bit of my 
intro: I don't have all the answers. I really 

don't have any. if you believe that a fetus is 
only an extension of a woman's bodv , that has 
potential for. human life, by all means' do so. And 
if you want to believe that a fetus is a human 
that is murdered. if aborted, do so as well. 
We'll agree to disagree. But please do not, bv 
force of hands, or force of law seek to install 
your beliefs over the other people of this land. 
This issue is way too convoluted to be either 
right" or "wrong", and such laws would only cause 
a 1 ? t of suffering down the line. When it comes 
the decision to have an abortion must lav 
in the hands of the individual. To aive this 
decision to anyone else, or to take it bv force, 

; would be a very severe abridgment of freedom upon 
the people of this land. Therein would lav the 
real tragedy.
